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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statements filed 6/25/2003, 8/29/2003, 10/16/2003, and 
2/6/2004 have been considered. Accordingly, the document number 5,757,890A cited in 
information disclosure statement filed 8/29/2003 is crossed out, and document numbers 
5,729,594, 5,757,890A, 5,651,060A, and 6,574,239 cited in information disclosure statement 
filed 2/6/2004 are crossed due to duplication. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings filed on 6/25/2003 are acceptable subject to correction of the informalities 
because character of lines, numbers and letters of figures 1-16 are not uniformly thick, and well 
defined, clean, durable and black (poor line quality) 37 CFR 1.84(i). In order to avoid 
abandonment of this application, correction is required in reply to the Office action. The 
correction will not be held in abeyance. 

Examiner 's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 17-68 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's invention is drawn to a quick startup procedure for a modem system to 
shorten the startup time (i.e., the quick startup procedure causes a first modem to place a call to a 
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second modem to initialize a capabilities exchange protocol including V.8 or V.Sbis by receiving 
a capabilities request signal, Cre', from the second modem, which the capabilities request signal 
informs the first modem that the second modem supports the quick startup procedure, and then 
the first modem transmits a quick connect identifier, QC, to the second modem during receiving 
the capabilities request signal to cause the modem system to eliminate portions or the entirely of 
the normal capabiUties exchange protocol or protocols). 

Applicant's independent claims 33, 39 and 59 each recite, inter alia, a first modem 
configured to connect to a second modem, and further configured to reduce training time and to 
support a capabilities exchange protocoW.Sbis protocol having a beginning portion/capabilities 
request signal and a capabilities exchange portion with a structure as defined in the specification 
(page 16-21) including a receiver configured to receive said beginning portion/capabilities 
request signal fi-om a second modem in respond to said call, and a transmitter configured to 
transmit a fast connect signal while said receiver receiving said beginning portion/capabilities 
request signal, in response to said detector detecting said beginning portion of said capabiUties 
exchange protocol, to cause said capabilities exchange portion between said first modem and 
said second modem to be skipped. Applicant's independent claims 33, 39 and 59 comprise a 
particular combination of elements, which is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art. 

Applicant's independent method claims 17, 23 and 49 each recite, inter alia, receiving 
said beginning portion/capabilities request signal firom said second modem in response to said 
call, detecting said beginning portion/capabilities request signal, and transmitting a fast connect 
signal during the step of receiving said beginning portion/capabilities request signal, in response 
to said detecting step, to cause said capabilities exchange between said first modem and second 
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modem to be skipped. These steps, in combination of the remaining steps, are neither taught nor 
suggested by the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by appUcant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to appUcant's 
disclosure. 

Chen et al. (US PAT. 6,560,321 Bl) discloses a method for reducing startup latency 
associated wit ha data transmission system having a calling device configured to communicate 
with an answer device over a communication channel (the entire patent), but fail to teach the 
steps of receiving said beginning portion/capabilities request signal from said second modem in 
response to said call, detecting said beginning portion/capabilities request signal, and 
transmitting a fast connect signal during the step of receiving said beginning portion/capabilities 
request signal, in response to said detecting step, to cause said capabilities exchange between 
said first modem and second modem to be skipped. 

Sakayama et al. (US PAT. 5,907,599) discloses a method of shortening the time between 
the start of transmission and reception of image information by utilizing simplified protocol (col. 
8 line 56 through col. 9 line 51), but fail to teach the steps of receiving said beginning 
portion/capabilities request signal from said second modem in response to said call, detecting 
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said beginning portion/capabilities request signal, and transmitting a fast connect signal during 
the step of receiving said beginning portion/capabilities request signal, in response to said 
detecting step, to cause said capabilities exchange between said first modem and second modem 
to be skipped.
